DECIDES ARKANSAS 











Supreme Court Finds No Basis. 
to Fix “Benefits” on Which 
Tax Is Determined. 


|SAYS RIGHTS ARE VIOLATED: 


“ Discrimination So Palpable,” 
It Declares, ‘‘ as to Amount to 
Denial of Protection of Law.”

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The first of 
the Arkansas road district cases to reach 
the Supreme Court has been decided, and 
the decision is a victory for the appel- 
lants from the decision of the Arkansas 
courts, which had held the Road law to 
be a valid enactment. 

The case was that of the Kansas City 
Southern. Railway Company and tha: 
Texarkana & Fort Smith Railway Com- 
pany versus Road Improvement District 
No. 6, in Little River a Arkansas. 
The railroad property w within the 
taxable Zone, ‘and it\was taxed on the 
basis of $7,000 a milé for 9.2 miles of 
track, a total of $67,900, this being the 
money value of the * benefit” that tn 
Road Commissioners decided would ac- 
crue to the railroad as a result of the 
construction of a gravel road 11.2 miles 
long. 

The decision of the Supreme Court was 
unanimous, and was handed down today 
by Associate Justice McReynolds, ‘who 
declares it to be the opinion of the 
Supreme Court that ‘the statute under 
consideration prescribed no definite 
standard for determining benefits upon 
proposed improvements,’’ and that in 
this. case, which the Arkansas courts 
had held > te be” pees thé 1aW- &na 
valid, “we think criminatién so 

palpable and arbitrary as to amount to 
a denial of the equal protection of the 
law."’ 

Justice McReynolds cites the fact that 
farming jands in the ‘district were di- 
vided into five zones, the land in Zone 
One being taxed for roads at $12 per 
acre, in Zone Two at $10, in Zone Three 
at $8, in Zone Four at $6 and in Zone 
Five at $4 per acre. 


Taxed Without Regard to Value. 


“They divided the farming lands into 


five zoneés,’’ the decision says, ‘' de- 
termined by distance from the highways 
and. assessed uniform benefits within 
the -same zone without regard to im- 
provements or market value.’’ 

“Town %Iots,’” the decision adds, 
‘* were likewise essessed at $10, $15, $20 


and $25 egch,;.according to location. A 


pipe line,.a telephone line and a tele- 


graph line were severally assessed at 
$2,500, $800 and $200 per mile without 
any designated basis.’* 

** Petitioners duly maintained,’’ the 
‘decision continues, ‘‘ that the assessment 
upon their property was unreal, arbi- 
trary, unreasonable and in violation of 


Jue process and the equal- protection 


ciavsee of the Fourteenth Amendment. 


The State courts held to the contrary 
and in effect declared. the statute pro- 
viding for the road improvement district 
authorized the action taken by the board, 
and so construed it was a valid enact- 
ment. The validity of the statute hav- 


ing been adequately challenged the cause 
is properly here upon writ of error, and 


the petition for certiorari will be de- 


nied.

UPHELD ON APPEAL 


Court Reverses Hitz Decision 
- Which Ordered The Call Re- 
stored to Privileges. 


HOLDS MATTER “ OBSCENE” 


Government Obtains a Strong 
Weapon in Ruling on Violent 
Doctrines as “ Indecent.”’ 


VIRTUALLY A SEDITION LAW 


|Publishers Not Only Liable to the 


Loss of Privileges, but to Action 
Under Penal Code as Well.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia to- 
day put in- the hands of the Attorney 
General and the Post Office Department 
an effective weapon against Boishevism 
and similar radical doctrines by placing 
utterances and writings of this charac- 
ter in the same category with ‘ inde- 
cent and obscene literature,’’ thereby 
making the former unmailable and ren- 
dering the publishers of such matter not 
only Mable to loss of mailing privileges, 
but Mable to punishment under Section 
211 of the Penal Code. 

The decision was given in the case of 
The New York Call, a Socialist news- 
paper, which was deprived of second- 


class mailing privileges by former Post-1 


master General Burleson. The Call wor 
its case in the District Supreme Court 
in an opinion by Justice William Hitz, 
who directed that a writ of mandamus 
issue compelling the Postmaster General 
to restore the mailing privilege. The 
Government appealed to the Court of 
Appeals, with the result of today. 

The mail privileges of The Call were 
revoked in November, 1917, after it had, 
it was alleged, ce articles 
and editorials tending t6 obstruct the 
selective service. draft and otherwise 
hinder -the Government in the war 
against Germany. Mr. Burleson acted 
under the provisions of the Espionage 
act, 

Recently Postmaster General Hays 
issued a statement in which he declared 
his intention of restoring those privi- 
leges not only to The New York Call 
and The Milwaukee Leader, both Social- 
ist newspapers, but to The Liberator, an 
anarchist publication. 

The decision of the Appellate Court 
takes an opposite view to that of Mr. 
Hays,’ though it doés not merition his 
statement. 

A Sedition Law, in Effect. 

According to Judge William, H. La- 
mar, Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General, who conducted the case for the 
Government in the Appellate Court, one 


of the greatest alms of the late Theo- 


dore’ Roosevelt is realized in the de- 
cision—that of suppression of everything 
un-American without interfering with 
persons or things wholly American in 
prineiple. It was Roosevelt who was 
responsible for the added interpretation 
of the word ‘‘ indecent ’’ in Section 211 


of the Penal Code. At his instigation 


Congress defined that word to mean 


anything that tended to excite arson, 
murder or assassination. 

The Appellate Court’s decision, accord- 
ing to Judge Lamar, is more important 
than the press of the nation probably 
realizes. The decision, in effect, puts a 
sedition law on the books and gives the 


Government sweeping powers against 


those elements that preach overthrow of 
Government by force. In not one in- 
stance, Judge Lamar declared, was the 
integrity or the freedom of the press 
involved, but rather, he declared, ‘‘ the 
prostitution of that freedom.’”’ 

The decision which refers to the case 


of The Milwaukee Social Democrat vs. 
Burleson declares that ‘' this court, al- 
though sustaining the action of the Post 


Office Department, expressed a doubt as 
to the authority of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to make a blanket order refusing 
the second-class mailing privilege’ to a 
publication in the future, and the trial 
Justice: doubtless was influenced in\the 


present case by the views then ex- 
pressed. The Supreme Court of the 


United States, however, on March 7, 


1921, in an, opinion reviewing our deci- 
sion, held broadly that the Postmaster

RAILROADS NOW ASK 
LARGER WAGE GUT

Representative of Western Lines 
Tells Labor Board 12 Per 
Cent. Is Too Little. 











WORKERS OBJECT TO THAT 


Will Hold Referendum on Ques- 
tion of Accepting the Reduction 
—Threat of a Pullman Strike. 


CHICAGO, June 6.—Hearings on the 
petitions of 138 roads which probably 
will receive the benefit of the wage re- 
ductions ordered last week, but which 
had not filed their applications in time 
to be included with the first group of 
104 roads heard, were begun before the 
Railway Labor Board today. 

J. W. Higgins, representing sixty-six 
Western railways, told the board that 
the 12 per cent. decrease was not 
adequate, and that railway officials of 
the country would now “ stand squarely 
on their original requests for wage 
cuts ’’ that would strike off the 20 per 
cent. allowed by the board a year ago. 

New factors in the hearings started 
today are the demands that time and 
one-half for overtime be abolished, and 
that the board standardize wages ac- 
cording to the traffic rate regions es- 
tablished by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Over the objection of W. S. Carter, 
head of the enginemen and firemen, 
John G. Walber, representing the Hast- 
ern railroads, asked for the substitution 
of pro rata pay instead of time and 
one-half pay, the present rate, for over- 
time in fréjght and yard service. Mr. 
Carter declaréd that such a proposition 
was a matter of rules rather than wages 
and had-no place in the present hearing. 

Mr. Walber, however, insisted that 
time and one-half. was ‘‘ injected into 
the wage schedulés as'a pay increase 
move,’’ and the railroads felt that it 
should réceive atterition now. 

Whether or not the railway employes 
of the country are going to acce»t the 
12 per cent. reduction due July 1 in 
accordance with the decision rendered 
by the United States Laboar Board last 


week will be determined within the next 
few weeks by the vote of the workers 
affected. This. announcement was made 
here today by B. M. Jewell, President of 
the Railway Employes’ Department. of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
J. C. Smock, Vice President of Mainte- 


nance of. Way Employes and Railroad 


Shop Workers. 


The Big Four brotherhoods will take 
no action _on the reduction until after 
a conference of brotherhead heads here 
on July 1, according to L. H. Sheppard, 
President of the- Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. 

A strike ballot, returnable next Fri- 


day, 1s belng taken by the 12,000 em- 


ployes of the Pullman shops. Harry 
Smith, Chairman of the Pullman System 
Federation, who made the announce- 
ment, said .employes in the St. Louis 
shops were already out, and said the 
ballot was ordered ‘‘ tecause the. Pull- 
man Company would not obey the de- 
cision. ot thé Railroad Labor Board 


which ordered the company and the em- 


ployes to confer with a view to an agree- 
ment on rules and working conditions.”’ 
‘*The company simply has refused to 
engage in such a conference,’’ Mr. Smith 
added. ‘‘ That leaves us nothing to do 
but strike. 
‘The Pullman Company has laid off 


65 per cent. of its mechanical employes 
since Jan. 1. Their cars are rotting in 


the shops for want of repair men. Every 
time a Pullman car returns froma trip 
it must be repaired. The result of neg- 
lect is accidents.’’ 

The projected strike will affect lock- 
smiths, machinists, sheet metal workers, 
electrical men, car men, helpers, a? ren- 
tices and car cleaners in some e ignty 
shops throughout the country, according

Company: s executive offices today said

"We posted notices asking the men 
to vote whether or not they were will- 
ing to accept lower wages. The great 
majority did not vote at all. 

“The Railroad Labor Board did not 
specify that we were to confer with the 
men direct or with their representatives. 

“* Out of: 7,000 cars about 1,000 are now 
idle. There is no travel; hence men 
have been laid off.’’

MASKED WOMAN AIDS| P 
IN HOLD-UP BATTLE: 
SHOTS PLY INGHASE| 


Hundreds See Pistol Fight That 
Follows Attempted Robbery 
in Sixth Avenue. 


MAN HIT BY STRAY BULLET 


Jeweler's Struggle When At- 
‘tacked in- Shop by Armed 
Couple Frustrates Thieves. 


IN VIEW OF ELEVATED CROWD 


1Victim Bitten by Girl — Robbers 


Flee When Help Arrives—Man 
Caught, Woman Escapes. 


Hundreds of men and women saw a 
pistol battle which started yesterday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock in Sixth Avenue 
just south of Forty-second Street and 
ended with the capture of a bandit in 
the sub«basement of the Knickerbocker 
Warehouse, ‘in Forty-first Street just 
east of Broadway. 

The running fight followed an attempt 
by a masked man and a masked woman 
to hold'up Morris Sapo, a jeweler, in his 
shop on the second floor at 729 Sixth 
Avenue. The woman disappeared into 
the crowd which scattered in all direc- 
tions when the shooting started. 

One bullet, apparently fired at the 
bandit by a policeman, lodged in the 
thigh of Ira Holmes, who was seated at 
his desk about five feet behind the plate- 
glass street window of the Consolidated 
Ticket Offices at 115 West Forty-first 
Street, where he is employed. 

‘Bapo at 6 o'clock was alone in his 
shop, which occupies one ‘very large 
room, “His two helpers had just left. 
The jeweler, who is 53 years old, gray- 
haired and heavily built, was seated be- 
side the most easterly of his three front 
windows, but was using an electric bulb 
for illumination, as he perfected the 
platihum mounting for a diamond ring. 


Avenue elevated station platform can 
look right into his shop, which is abou 
twelve fect from the platform. The 
three big windows give the shop practi- 
cally a glass front and make the most 
of the interior visible from the opposite 
side of the street and from a strip of 
Bryant Park. 
** Spooning”? tn Hallway. 

The robber and his young woman ac- 
complice lingered in the hallway out- 
side the shop for some time before they 
entered to hold up Sapo. The _ police 
were later interested {n their novel 
method of keeping a lookout without at- 
tracting suspicion to themselves. 

‘“* Phey were spooning like a terribly 
love-sick couple,’’ said Dr. Michael Pey- 
ser, a dentist, who has an office two 
doors from that of Sapo. ‘‘She was 
kissing him and hugging him. My as- 


sistant thought at the time that they 


were a pair of lovers who had no place 
to meet, but it looks as if she was either 
trying to keep up his courage: or as if 
they were pretending to be busy while 
waiting for the jeweler’s helpers to-go.’’ 

A few minutes after the other mén. 
had left the jeweler looked up from his 


work, as his door, opening, automati- 
cally rang a bell. He found himself 


facing a small masked man with a re- 
volver in each hand. ,As the woman 
turned to shut the door behind them 
the man called out: 

‘* Hold up your hands! ’”’ 

Sapo held them up as the bandit ad- 


vanced through the long room, which is 
cut in two by @ low rail, but no parti- 


tion. The masked man walked. over to- 
ward the desk where Sapo was working. 
When he came within range the jeweler 
disregarded the two. muzzles pointed at 
him and grappled with the man. The wo- 
man instantly went to the oe of her 
masked mate.

Sapo knocked one weapon to the floor 
and gripped the thief’s body and arms 
so that he could not shoot With the sec- 
ond one. The battle was going favorably 
for the jeweler when the young woman 
threw herself on him from behind, drove 
ten nails with manicured points into his 


taceNgpt struggled to drag him’ away 


from the bandit. 

One of her thumbs was boring into 
Sapo’s lip. With a snap he caught the 
thumb between his teeth and held it like 
a bulldog. The young woman jerked her 
arm and. struggled to free her thumb. 
Sapo bit all the harder. The -young 
woman did not permit herself to scream 
in spite of the pain, but she flung her- 
self on Sapo again, sunk her teeth into 
his cheek and inflicted bite after pita, 
virtually chewing the flesh.

First Outsiders, Reaching City 
by Airplane, Find. ft an 
Indescribable Ruin. 


SCENE OF HAVOC AND CHAOS 


Streets Piled High With Mud- 
Covered Wreckage and Guards 
Stand Waist Deep i in Water.

DENVER, Col., June 6.—In a dispatch 
te, The Denver Post, Albert W. Stone 
gives this descyiption of the flooded 
city: 

Bitretiig & terrific nedd wind dnd &

Circling over the city of Pueblo was 
much akin to circling over. a, ruined 
French village in . wartime. From 
the airplane Pueblo looked like a mass 
of ruins.

MANY SALVATION ARMY 
WORKERS AMONG LOST 


Their Pueblo Headquarters Was 
in Flood Area—Knights of 
Colambus Rash Aid. 


Twenty, and perhaps more, of the 
corps of forty Salavation Army work- 
ers .in Pueblo lost their Iives in the 
flood, according to a message received 
yesterday by Commander Evangeline 
Booth st the army headquarters in this 
city. It is feared that the death list 
of the workers may run as high as 
thirty. 

The Pueblo headquarters of the Sal- 
vation Army was in the flooded area, 
and it is believed that the workers did 
not think of their own safety in trying 
to aid the women and chilren who were 
caught in the first rush of the waters. 
Many of these workers were women, 
and it is believed-that the greater loss 
was.among them. -More definite reports 
of the death list of these workers are 
expected today. 

On the heels of this report of’ many 
deaths among the rescuers came the re- 
port from Adam Gifford, Salvation 
Army Commissioner in the West, that 
no accurate estimate of the loss of lives 
of citizensof Pueblo could be fade, and, 
thatthe disaster pagsed “In horror ny 
other he or his. associates army members 
had ever seen. Commissioner Gifford 
hurried to the city from nis headquar- 
ters in San Francisco as soon as he -re- 
ceived the first reports of the flood. 

The Commissioner reported that all the 
resources:.of the army in the* mountain 
and Pacific territory had been placed at 
the disposal of the rescue forces, headed 
os Governor Shoup, and that members 
of the Salvation Army were hurrying 
into the stricken area from many other 
cities. They will remain at work there 
until thers is no longer need for relief 
work. 

Two carloads of. bedding and other 
supplies were shipped to Pueblo from 
San Francisco by the Salvation Army, 
but Commissioner Gifford reported that 
there was still need for supplies among 
the homeless, many of whom had be- 
come ill from exposure and hunger. 

This was the first plea for help in 
the flooded zone to reach this city, and 
Commander Booth acted promptly. 
Funds were withdrawn from other work 
of the army here and telegraphed to 
Commissioner Gifford for expansion of 
the army’s work among the needy. The 
Commander appealed also to other offi- 
cers .in this city and Chicago to. ask 
for funds for the Pueblo sufferers.

Governor Shoup Asks ‘Colorado 
People to Give Aid. | 
COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June 6.— 
In a proclamation, issued today, Gov- 
ernor. Shoup said: : 
“The havoc wrought by the recent 
floods -in Colorado is appalling. Many 
parts of the State have. been affected, 
but the greatest damage apparently has 
been done in the Arkansas valley, The 
flood probably reaped its largest har- 
vest of human lives and destruction of 
property in and about the City of Pueblo. 
It is impossible, at this time, accurately 
to estimate either the loss of life or of 
property, but the toll will be very heavy. 
“Knowing that the response will be 
prompt and generous, I, as Chief Execu- 
tive of the State, call upon the people 
of Colorado to contribute to the relief 


of the flood sufferers. The city stress 
is great and their needs most pressing: 
It will require not days but weeks and 
perhaps even months to relieve the 
situation. 

‘As Governor, I have, on behalf of 
the people of the State, accepted the 
offer of the American Red Cross to take 
general charge and supervision of the 
relief work. Its deh huge now are on 
the ground and actively undertaking the 
herculean task. 

‘“‘From‘a personal inspection of much 
of the flooded area I can state that the 
situation is serious. I therefore make 
this urgent appeal for prompt and gen- 
erous response.”’ :

QUESTION OF SUN SPOTS 


Violent Weather Disturbances in 
_ Earope as Well as Colorado— 
Solar Cause Denied.

LONDON, June 6.—The question is be- 








: ing asked here if sun spots were respon- 


sible for the violent weather conditions 
which have caused havoc in Colorado 
and parts of Europe. 

Following the cloudburst in Colorado 
the Exchange .Telegraph Company re- 
ported from Copenhagen that after a 
period of almost tropical heat a terrific 
thunder and hail storm burst over South 
Zealand on Sunday. . Buildings on fif- 
teen farms were set on fire by lightning 
and many cattle -were killed. 

Further south news of an extraordi- 
nary waterspout was reported by the 
Same agency from France. The water- 
spout hit Lille, interrupting communal 
festivities. Many subterranean canals 
overflowed into cellars, causi damage 
estimated at 1,000,000 francs. Lightning, 
which started a fire in a boys’ school at 
Valenciennes, caused considerable loss. 

From Vienna comes news of heavy 
cloudbursts which are causing grave in- 
undations in lower and. upper Austria 


and Syria. 
‘* Weather conditions  resultin in 
waterspouts, cloudbursts and violent 


rain have nothing to do with sun spots,’’ 
said the Director of the Meteorological 
Department today, ‘‘ but sun spots do 
cause magnetic: storms and have con- 
siderable effect upon the aurora borealis. 
I do not hold that a magnetic storm 
has any noticeable effect on the weather 
in the way of violent storms.’”’

Escorted Through Oxford. 


After leaving Lincoln University, the 
President’s. party at 9:20 o’clock mo-

LODGE ON DISARMAMENT. 


Tells Head of Women’s Committee 
He Favors International Move.

WASHINGTON, Juné_ 6.— Senator 
Lodge, Chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relattons and floor leader 
of the Senate, has written a letter 
to Miss Emma Wold, Chairman of the 
Women’s Committee for World Dis- 
armament, in which he declares himself 
in favor of the gradual reduction of 
armaments through international agree- 
ment. Senator: Lodge in his letter says: 

‘‘T have your letter and also received 
the petition which -you'sent me-on the 
question of disarmament, which I shall 
be glad to present to-the Senate. I am 
heartily in favor; and always have been, 
of an international agreement for a 
general reduction of armaments.-- The 
President, I know, has this matter much 


at heart and I: am sure you may trust 
in his doing all that he can to forward 
it. lt must be an tnternational agree- 
ment. A reduction of armaments by one 
great maritime: power and-a continyance 
of increase in armameats by another 
would, in my judgment, lead to war 
rather than to peace, but of the value of 
international reduction’ of armaments 
there can be no question. It is some- 
thing all must believe in and favor on 
all occasions. ‘I was very glad to give 
my support to the amendment to the 
naval appropriation bill by the Senate 
requesting the President. ,to call a con- 
ference on disarmament.’’

The bill as it passed the House pro- 
vided for an army of 150,000 enlisted 
men. The Senate incroased the number 
to 170,000, Senator Wadsworth arguing 
that to adopt the House bill would mean 
that various units of the regular army 
would be ‘‘ torn to pieces.’””

What is'it to you?”

ed her to be in the house. with Mrs. 


Kaber’s daughter Marian McArdle, at 
the time of the crime. 


Rooms Disarranged, She Says. 


Mrs. Brickel in the purported confes- 
sion said she did not know whether two 
men or a@-man and a woman committed 
the crime. She said she was upstairs 
at the time. According to her state- 
ment, she and Miss McCardle, at Mrs. 
Kaber’s suggestion. disarranged the 
contents of stverai rooms and of bureaus 
to give the impression that Kaber was 
attacked by burglars. 

Other inmates of the Kaber home on 
the night of the crime were a male 
nurse for Kaber name Utterback and 
a guest whose identity has not been 

isclosed. Kaber was a semi-paralytic 
and a male nurse was in constant at- 
tendance. ~ 

Mrs. Kaber is said to have been at 
Cedar Point, a Summer resort sixty 
miles west of Cleveiand, on the night 
of the crime. She is said to have gone 
there two nights previousty. 

In an interview with newspaper men, 
in the presence of Prosecutor Stanton, 
this afternoon Mrs. Brickel said: 

‘* Marian McArdle knows who did the 
killing, and‘I am sure she will tell all. 
She is just an innocent victim of cir- 
cumstances, the same as I am.’’ 

Indictments were returned today 
against Mrs. Brickel and Miss McArdle 
in connection with the slaying. Mrs. 
Brickel is being detained at police head- 
quarters, but has not been placed under 
arrest. Mrs. Kaber, who was indicted 
several days ago on the charge of mur- 
der, and iss McArdle have been ar- 
rested in New York and~will be brought 
to Cleveland within a few days. 


Daughter Arrested in Jail. 
Mrs. Kaber was arrested here last Sat- 
urday at the request of the Lakewood 


authorities. Miss McArdle was arrested 
yesterday after visiting her mother in 
the Harlem Prison. 

Detectives Kirk and Sneff of the Hom- 
icide Bureau. and Detective Howard 
Amustus of Lakewood took her before 
Police Captain Arthur Carey, who ques- 
tioned her for several hours. He then 
asked the Lakewood authorities for fur- 
ther instructions, and received a reply 
ordering her arrest. 

Captain Carey says he told the gir) 
she had been indicted as an accessory 
to her stepfather’s murder. She pro- 
tested her innocence and declared to 
Carey she knew nothing of the crime 
or its motive. Describing what = she 
knew of the occurrences of that night, 
she said: 

‘“‘T was away from home all the cven- 
ing, attending a motion picture show 
with a college mate. She returned 
home with- me. We had retired when

The men evidently worked 
according to a well-studied plan, but 
found the grillwork too tough for their 
tools, or thought. they were being de- 
tected and fled with the lace chests. 

None of the stolen laces came from the 
Morgan art collection, which is on the 
second floor of the building.

Witnesses afterward told the police that 
she had walked to Forty-first Street, 
watched the revolver battle until it was 
over and then walked into Bryant Park. 
No trace of her was found last night. 

Four traffic licemen were converg- 

on the fugitive as he started west 
in Forty-first Street. They were Sulli- 
van of Forty-second Street and Sixth 
Avenue, William Lynch of the same 
corner, Nicholas Moore of Forty-first 
Street and Sixth Avenue and Charles 
Carroll of Fortieth Street and Sixth 
Avenue... The streets were too full of 
people and vehicles for free firing and 
the bandit had the advantage of not 
caring if he hit a member of the public. 


Fugitive Makes a Stand.

DEMPSEY'S GLOVES. 
LAID ON THE SHELF 


Champion's ny Forces Him 
to Do Road and Gymna- 
sium Work Only.

ATLANTIC CITY, June 6.—Champion 
Jack Dempsey will not be able to box in 
‘the ring for several days and will be 
fortunate if he is allowed to return to 
hard boxing this week. The cut in his 
brow over the left eye, first opened by 
contact with the head of Jack Renault, 
ten days or so ago, then smashed open 
again in a scuffle with Larry Williams 
yesterday, still in bad shape, and Jack 
Kearns’s orders to Jack are-absolutely 
against any attempt at boxing that 
might-eause added injury. 

One stitch. taken. in the torn -brow 
seems to have closed it for proper heal- 
ing, but the Dempsey handlers and his 
surgeon insist that every precaution be 
taken to have the cut entirely and 
wholly healed before he faces! Carpentier 
in‘the ring at Jersey City. Jack Kearns 
and Teddy Hayes intend to take no 
chances and their efforts.to minimize 


‘the extent of the hurt are poorly 


concealed. ‘ 

To a fighter of Carpentier’s skill and 
boxing judgement, such a cut only par- 
tially healed would make a_ shining’ 
mark for flying fists, and Dempsey’s 
experience. in the ring after the hurt 
yesterday showed that such qa slash 
would bleed freely enough to partially 
blind him. 

There was talk today of attempt to 
bandage or patch the hurt eye to allow 
Dempsey to keep on with the proper 
amount of conditioning. But the. plan 
was rejected by Kearns, who fears that 
such protection would only cause a bit 
of recklessness ‘on the part of his 
charge, endangering him still further. 
In addition, the patch might rub and 
irritate the gash. 

The cut is, at ‘present, sewed up by 
one stitch. : 

Kearhs’s comment fs to the effect that 
the present prolonged visit of Dr. Philip 
Hanley, of New York and Chicago is 
only for the .purpose of assisting in 
keeping the champion in condition, but 
it has become known that the expert 
has been working over Dempsey’s left 
‘arm which has become numb on: sev- 
eral occasions when Jack has taken his 
ring work a bit too strenuously... The 
medical man declares that the injury is 
merely a mechanical defect in the 
nerves of the arm and that it will be 
corrected by. ght treatment so that it 
cannot bother Dempsey in the fight for 
the International championship. 

Dempsey put in a full day despite the 
ban on his- ring work. He did his usual 
six miles on the road and exercised in 
the gymnasium after breakfast. After 
his bath and rub-down he donned white 
flannels and patent leather shoes and 
jounnes around the porch and after 
unch played cards for an hour or so. 

Dempsey worked for about thirty-five 
minutes in the indoor gymnasium this 
afternoon. The admission was cut to 50 
cents, but the receipts proved very dis- 
appointing. The crowd was under two 
hundred. The champion punched the 
bag, did a little pulley work and went 
br a all his regular exercises. 

With the cutting out of the ring work 
and the departure of several of the camp 
entourage the training quarters had an 
air of desertion at nightfall. Kearns led 
a delegation which left in motor cars 
for Harrison, N. J., to witness the fight 
between Benny. Leonard and Rocky Kan- 
sas, which takes place tonight. It is 
expected that during his visit there 
Kearns. will try to make a match with 
Leonard for Joe ie pga the Coast 
lightweight who is boxing with Dempsey 
here and is a protégé of Kearns. 

An interesting new arrival scheduled 
to come to the camp Iate this week is 
Kid Norfolk, who is expected to be on 
the list of those who will stay with the 
champion until his training work in the 
ring is entirely completed. The big in- 
terest among local and visiting fight fol- 
lowers in the colored battler’s arrival is 
occasioned by the general report that 
backers of Norfolk believe that. he has 
the boxing class to go‘ inside the ring 
with Dempsey in a real battle should 
Dempsey retain his world’s title by de- 
feating Carpentier and be ready for an- 
other go.

Jockey Mooney Eases Up With

Overconfidence on the part of Jockey 
Joe Mooney, which caused him’ to be 
caught napping when he was almost at 
the wire, cost the Quincy Stable’s Cap- 
tain Alcock a well-desérved victory in 
the Centreport Handicap at a mile at 
Belmont Park yesterday.

Former Coach of Yale Crews 


Declares That He Was 
Forced to Retire. 


SAYS PROMISE WAS BROKEN 


Had Been Assured He Would Re- 
main in Charge of Oarsmen 
Throughout Season. 


_ Special to The New York Times, 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 6.—Assert- 
ing that he was forcéd to quit as Yale 
crew coach and that he did not resign, 
Guy Nickalls, who retired last night as 
supervisor of the ctews of the univer- 
sity, gave out a statement this evening 
embodying his sidé of the situation 
which has resulted in overturnihg the 
coaching system practically on the eve 
of the Yale-Harvard regatta. Nickalls 
was quoted at length in a New Haven 
newspaper to the effect that Yale senior 


societies were interfering with the row- 
ing and that Yale lost the Yale-Cornell- 
Princeton race use the oarsmen 
were not permitted to go to Ithaca the 
Wednesday before the race. 

Nickalls denied the interview from 
start to finish, and asserted that he had 
not attacked the Yale secret society sys- 
tem. He denied the statement made by 
Professor Clarence W. Mendell, head of 
the Athletic Board of Control, to the 
effect that he resigned, and said that 
he had been promised that he should be 
allowed to coach the crew during the 
year and that his work should be judged 
by the showing made in the Yale-Har- 
vard race. Mr. Nickalls’s statement fol- 
lows: 

‘It is not true that I resigned as Yale 
crew coach. I was, asked to resign but 
refused. I felt that it was for the Row- 
ing Committee to let me finish the sea- 
son and make good on the Harvard race. 

“A year ago, following the Yale-Har- 
vard race, I tendered my resignation 
and it was declined, and I was asked 
to return this year and ’coach the Yale 
crews. Much against my own will and 
plans I consented to do so. I returned 
to New Haven to coach on the under- 
standing that my work for this season 
was to be judged by the result of the 
Yale-Harvard race. Now I am not al- 
lowed that privilege. Of course, I would 
not résign under such circumstances. I 
do not think that Captain Steve Hord is 
to blame for the situation and for the 
decision, but I do think that the com- 
mission is making a gravé mistake. 

‘‘ After the meeting yesterday I asked 
Fred Allen, Chairman of the Rowing 
Committee, to make it clear that I did 
not resign. Instead, a statement was 
given out by the Yale Athletic Com- 
mittee that I had resigned. That is 
what I wish to contradict. It is untrue’ 
that I have criticised Yale fraternities 
and the Yale secret society system, and 
have asserted that it interfered with the 
schedule of the Yale rowing system. 
Any such statement.is purely imaginary. 
It was not uttered by me.’’

THE PUEBLO DISASTER. 

June is always an anxious month in 
Pueblo after Winters of deep snows. 
It has been: so ever since a trading post 
was established there in 1850 where 
the prairies meet the foothills of the 
Rockies. The soil of the valley is rich 
on both sides of the Arkansas and. 
yields avy crops of cereals and 
fruits. hen Pueblo attracted the 
steel makers as well as the miners, 
and a great smelter was set up there, 
it soon became a manufacturing 
centre. The Pittsburgh of the West 
it has been called. At an altitude of 
4,680 feet, Pueblo is the first large 
town upon which the stored-up waters 
of the mountains descend by the 
Arkansas and Fountain Rivers.. The 
French trappers’ name of the tribu- 
tary, ‘‘ Fontaine ' qui Bouille,” was 
ominous. 

There have always been floods in 
that valley, and doubtless the City of 
Pueblo will always stand on the banks 
of the Arkansas and Fountain Creek, 
just where the street lines run today. 
There were floods, loss of life and 
great destruction of property in 1874 
and 1894, but thé Pueblans did not 
move. They rebuilt, and continued to 
do business as before. So it will be 
how. Man has lived under Vesuvius 
for centuries; he is returning to the 
site of St. Pierre, under the crater 
which poured its fires. down on the 
French city a comparatively few years 
ago. There are many dead in Pueblo 
today, bridges are down, and buildings 
have been razed by fire as well as 
flood, but a greater city will rise from 
the ruins. It has been nearly thirty 
years since the last big flood. The 
Pueblans are optimists and believe in 
their city and themselves. 

There seems to be no way to im- 
pound the waters of the Arkansas in 
order to render it harmless, nor could 
it be diverted round the city. The 
testimony is that.engineering science 
can do nothing to prevent disaster 
when there is a combination of melt- 
ing snow in the Sangre de Cristo 
gorges and torrential rains. Fortu- 
nately, this occurs seldom. But can- 
not something be done to protect hu- 
man life? There seems to be a quar- 
ter of the city, low-lying land, where 
death took heavy toll. Warnings 
that the rivers were rising were not 
given in time, or were not generally 
heeded. The municipality should see 
to it that this part of Pueblo is used 
for some other pyrpose than the hous- 
ing of human beings, or that, if they 
must stay there, steps should be taken 
to safeguard them against another 


such calamity.

FARMERS AND BANKS. | 
Governor Harpina of the Federal 


Reserve Bank makes a long statement 
regarding the relations of the banks 
to the farmers’ demands that some- 
thing be done for their special relief. 
He makes it clear that the banks can 
supply all the banking accommoda- 
tion necessary, and that the Federal 


Reserve Board is disposed to co-oper- 
ate with all the Federal ‘Reserve 
Banks, | and through them?’ with all 
meémber and non-member banks. His 


explicit words are: “There is no 
** ground for apprehension. regarding 


‘* the ability of the banks to meét the 
ig requirements of both agriculture 
‘*and industry: * * * The board 
** feels that the financial emergency 
which menaced the country during 


‘* the year 1920 has definitely passed.’ 


The question, therefore, is not what 
can be done but what should be'done. 
The needs of farmers are freely con- 
ceded. But there are others. No less 
than 170 industrial corporations have 


passed their dividends. Andther 100 
have reduced dividends. The steel in- 
dustry is at the lowest point of pro- 
duction in comparison with capacity 
ever known. The entire railway in- 
dustry is embarrassed. The farmers 
are not alone in their trouble. 

It is Governor Haxprna’s opinion

billion of. loans: within a year. Sat 
these’ ‘banks: are now carrying more 
than twice as much agricultural and 
“live: stock paper * * * as they 

‘ had’ a year .ago."’ ‘Still ‘‘ the banks 
‘of the country are urged to bear in 
‘* mind thé neéds of the live stock in-’ 
*‘ dustry, and to extend as liberal ac- 

commodation as circumstances will 
‘* permit.’’ It seems impossible to 
convince the farmers that they are not 
discriminated against. Yet the record 
shows that extreme liberality of credit 
caused the prices from which the fall 
measures the farmers’ losses.. There 
aré billions of unused credit in the 
mounting reserves. If all were given 
to the farmers the result would be 
such.‘an increase of prices for farm 
products that 106,000,000 consumers 
would inherit the distress of the farm- 
ers, and that a general collapse would 
follow. 

Argument is wasted on all quarrels 
with prices. Action is what economic 
deadlocks call for, and the Fedefal 
Reserve tells what it thinks should be 
done for the farmers. The law should 
not lengthen the term of rediscount to 
one.or two years. As producers the 
farmers should have all the accommo- 
dation they need, since the larger the 
next crops the greater the depression 
ot the unsold old crops. Their com- 
plaint that they are unable to move 
their crops to market is unfounded. 
When there was a little bulge in the 
markets last week there was a great 
movement to market to take profits. 

Governor HarpincG distinguishes be- 
tween farmers and cattle raisers. Both 
need long credits, for their trade 


period is long.’ That is particularly | 


true of cattle raisers, and the Federal 
Reserve Board, ‘* as agents of the Wur 
‘* Finance Corporation, rather than as 
‘* banks of discount,’’ will make ad- 
vances for three years if the Treasury 
will provide the funds for the War 
Finance Corporation. This justifies 
the inquiry when the War Finance 
Corporation was asking to be revived, 
how it could assist when it was help- 
less unless itse'f assisted. Its activi- 
ties have been limited to what the 
Treasury helped it to do, and now 
there is a requfsition for $50,000,000 
more. If this is granted, it will be 
hard for éven the farmers to say any 
longer that they are discriminated 
egainst. 








MR. GOMPERS EXPLAINS. 

‘The courtesy with which Mr. 
GomPERS replies to criticisms of Fed- 
eration leadership is equaled only by 
his evasiveness. It is well known that 
personally he has no auth@rity to 
clean up-the scandalous situation cre- 
ated by BRINDELL; It is not denied 
that the course taken by the Central 
Council of this city to re-establish the 
honor of the unions may have been 
technically ‘‘ irregular.” But the fact 
remains that the Central Council 
grappled manfully with Brindellism, 
only to be berated by the department 
of the American Federation of Labor 
which has responsibility and authority 
in the matter. Meantime the morale 
of the Brindell organization remains, 
as far as the public is aware, un- 
altered. 

Structurally, the Federation is, 
Mr. Gompers has said, a rope of 
sand. So long as the spirit of the sub- 
ordinate bodies is sound, that is per- 
haps for the best. But in New York 
the purifying flame has been speedily 
aoused by President JOHN DONLIN of 
the Federation Building Trades De- 
partment. There is plain need of a 
better public spirit on the part of .all 
organized labor. On the subject that 
chiefly concerns the public Mr. 
Gompers is silent. Why does he not 
raise his voice against Brindellism, and 
why has the housecleaning begun by 
our Central Council been blocked?

VERTICAL CLASSES IN SCHOOL. 
Whatever the permanent value of 
subclassifying school children with 
the aid of ‘‘ psychological tests and 
social investigation,’’ the experiment is 
of keen human interest. In addition 
to the existing ‘‘ horizontal ’’ classes, 
in which the dullest children have 
hitherto been taught side by side with 
the brightest, it is proposed to have 
‘* vertical” classes also, each grade 


being divided into groups according to 
the capacity of the individual pupil. 
For several years Mr. Louis A. 
Marks, Principal of Public School 64, 
has made five classes in each grade, 


which he calls Gifted, Bright, Average, 
Dull Normal and Defective. As -his 


school teaches 3,100 boys, the grade 
class should average some seventy-five 
pupils—quite enough for one teacher. 
Thus the expense for teaching should 


not be materially increased, while the 
standard of efficiency might be con- 
siderably raised. 

The plight of the D and~<E boys 


under the present order (letters are 
kinder and also fairer than names) is 


easily understood. Failing to grasp 
what is clear at a glance to the ma- 


jority of their fellows, they flounder 
along, or else the whole class is held 
up until they get going. The A and 
B boys, meanwhile, suffer a handicap 
equally great.

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SANTO DOMINGO’S WELFARE. 

While nothing official is given out 
in Washington, the presumption is 
that when Dr. FrRANcIsco HENRIQUEZ, 
formerly President of Santo Domingo, 
who has been ¢onferring with the 
State Department, reports that plans 
are making to turn over the affairs 
of the republic to its own people, he is 
speaking by the book. Santo, Domingo 
is also a Pan-American problém in 
which the countries to the south of 
us have shown a significant interest. 
When Secretary Couisy visited Brazil 
and Argentina a delegation of Domin- 
icans did some propaganda work 
wherever he appeared. They talked 
about. the withdrawal of American 
marines from their country and the 
restoration of independent govern- 
ment. It will be noticed that Dr. 
HENRIQUEZ, in giving an outline of 
what he understands to ‘be President 
Harpino’s Santo Domingo policy, had 
something to. say about the tour of the 
Dominican commission in South Amer- 
ica. He remarked incidentally that he 
hoped the cause of Pan-Americanism 
would be advanced by the settlement 
of Santo Domingo’s affairs. . 

There is no doubt that our com- 
mercial relations with the countries of 
South and Central America would be 
promoted by a rational and sym- 
pathetic policy in dealing with Santo 
Domingo. ‘*The viewpoint of the 
American Government,” says” Dr. 
HENRIQUEZ, ‘*‘ seems to be to help in 
‘* the establishment in Santo Domingo 
‘*‘ of a stable situation, and to contrib- 
‘‘ute with the Dominicans to the 
‘‘ prosperity and development of: the 
‘country.” Most of its trade is with 
the United States. In the last four 
years its people have had lessons in 
government that should not be lost 
upon them. They are an intelligent 
people, but their politicians have 
preyed upon them and must now 
realize that the old rule of the country 
by cabals will no longer be tolerated. 
Santo Domingo is a country of unde- 
veloped resources. Under good gov- 
ernment it. should flourish, provided 
the United States st&nds ready to lend 
a helping hand in the event of: rever- 
sion to government by insurrection. 








WHAT DO VOTERS THINK ABOUT? 

The retirement of the Speaker of the 
House of Commons won a good deal 
of attention this side of the Atlantic, 
but the by-election which followed in 
Penrith did not. It is a constituency 
which had not been contested for 
twenty-five years. The candidate of 
the Coalition Government was another 
LOWTHER to succeed the Speaker, and 
his election was regarded as foregone. 
Yet he succeeded By a majority of 
only 31 in a-poll of more than 15,000, 
his opponent being a _ little-known 
Liberal who was not supposed to have 
a ghost of a chance. 

Yet he very nearly won, and upon 
what issue? Not Ireland, not the 
coal strike, not the German repara- 
tions or Silesia or any foreign ques- 
tion. Simply and solely he attacked 
the Government for extravagance. 
That was the only thing in which the 


voters seemed to take any interest. 

It was merely the brute-facts that 
swayed the opinion of the electors. 
They knew that they were heavily 
taxed. They believed that the Gov- 
ernment had been and was continuing 
to be wasteful of the public funds. It 
was useless to explain, or attempt to 
explain away, the swollen expendi- 
tures of the Government. The cry of 
squandering had gone up and it was 
almost enough to bring, about an 
amazing political overturn. 

One wonders if such a possibility in 
this country is dreamed of in the phi- 
losophy of the Republicans at Wash- 


ington.

‘* Progressives whd argue: for more 
specialists in the executive depart- 
ments,’’ says a recent writer, ‘‘ can 
scarcely escape the logic of the demand 
for a lawmaking body -similarly consti- 
tuted. Why should nét education, scien- 
tific research, banking, transportation, 
agriculture, sanitation and public health, 
manufacturing and labor be represented 
in Congress? ”’ 

Of course, it is easy to say that if the 
people are misrepresented’ in Congress, 
the fault is their own. And it is true that 
citizens. generally are so engrossed with 
their own private affairs, théir business 
obligations and professional! duties, their 
pleasures and recreations as to leave lit- 
tle time. and less: inclination fdr suf- 
ficient’ attention to civic and political 
matters. Of a very large portion of our 
citizenry it may regretfully be said that 
they are incapable of subordinating pri- 
vate and special.interests to the larger 
interests of the community. and the na- 
tion. Before we may. confidently expect 
Congress to be composed of thoroughly 
competent and entirely trustworthy rep- 
resentatives of the people; we.must have 
@ more intelligent, alert, -and public- 
spirited electorate,

LEAGUE AND ALLIED COUNCIL 


Record in Preventing War to Date 
Favors the Former. 
To the Zditor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial article, ‘‘ A Party 
Confused,’’ of. yesterday, you say that 
the proposal to omit or changé Article 
X. of the League covenant, now being 
considered by the Committee on Amend- 
ments in. London, would probably not 
have been taken up Seriously if- the 
members had not considered ‘that the 
way must be made easy for America to 
save her face in getting into tne League. 
This view of it ignores what happened 
at the meeting of the League Assembly 
in Geneva last Winter. It ‘was at that 
meeting that the proposal to amend the 
covehant by the elimination of Article 
X. was made by the Canadian delega- 
tion, not as a bait forthe United States, 
but to satisfy the objections of Canada 
herself. Before Canada: entered the 
League there was fully as much objéc- 
tion to Article X.’in the debates in the 
Parliament at Ottawa as there was at 
Washington. But Canada voted to en- 
ter the League, and did so with the in- 
tention to act from the inside vantage 
ground of membership.to get desired 
changes rather than to try to dictate or 
demand such changes: as an oucsider. 
Mr. Rowell of Canada explained at 
Geneva that-his country’s move to elim- 
inate Article X. had no reference what- 
ever to thé United Stated, 

In your Washington dispatches of May 
1 you say that the Harding foreign 
policy is to consider. the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Prime Ministers_as a body now 
on probation, and'to see if‘ it is fit to 
prevent war.. The Supreme Council Had 
its beginning as an organization for 
conducting war, and has done little or 
nothing to changé its methods or its 
spirit, It has not succeeded i: , prevent- 


ing any of the minor‘wars which have 
been going on sine Armistice Day. On 
the other hand, the League of Nations 
has to its credit the actuai pr-vention 
of. one war—that between. Finland and 
Sweden in the Aland Islands case, the 
only one in which the League has been 
allowed a free hand without interfer- 
ence by the Supreme Council: Why 
shouldn’t. President Harding also con- 
sider the League as at least on proba- 


tion? . CHARLES A. SELDEN:

Pioneer Also of Ocean Grove 
and Bradley Beach Succumbs. 
Here at 91 Years of Age. 


NEAR GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY 


Park Was to Unveil on June 28 a 
Bronze Statue In Memory 
of its Benefactor.

James A. Bradley, founder of the fa- 
mous New Jersey resorts of Asbury 
Park, Ocean.Grove and’ Bradley Beach, 
died at 10- o'clock last night in his 
apartmént in the Grand Hotel of the 
infirmities of old age. He never rallied 
from_a general breakdown that began 
Feb. 14. For the last two days he had 
been unconscious. He was 91 years old. 

His death occurs less than a month be- 
fore the celebration of the golden anni- 
versary of the founding of Asbury Park. 
According to the plans, on June 28 a 
bronze statue of Mr. Bradley is to be 
unveiled in Atlantic Square, Asbury 
Park, ; , 

James A. Bradley was born on Staten 
Island, St. Valentine’s Day, 1880. He 
became an apprentice to Bernalds & 
Weeks, brush manufacturers, on Water 
Street, and rose to be foreman there. 
In 185C he bought a small retail brush 
store’ and formed a partnership. with 
J. Sidney Smith, and the firm name 


of Bradley & Smith remained, although 
Smith retired in 1865. 

He developed this brush business until 
at one time it ranked among the largest 
in the country. Its offices for many 
years have been at 251 Pearl Street. — 

It was not until 1870 that Mr. Bradley 
interested himself in suburban develop- 
ments with the purchase of 500 acres of 
waste land covered with underbrush. 
This unprepossessing realty was situated 
on the coast of New Jersey. He cleared 
the land, laid it out in streets and 
founded ‘the present town of Asbury 
Park on it. The lots were sold cheaply 
on condition-that the buyer erect a 
building of good quality. Often Mr.

What was 
needed, gf Willoughby insisted, was to 
make every one, even those with the 
narrow horizon of the Swiss mountain- 
bred peasants and the French agricul- 
turists—realize how greatly their wealth 
and prosperity were bound up with 
those of the outside world.

The 
British authorities may have done actual 
harm by placing subordinate officers on 
trial unless they have determined to 
bring home the responsibility to. Tirpitz 
and other arch-criminals responsible for 
the policy of frightfulness at sea.’’ 
The Pall Mall Gazette also draws the 
conclusion that the acquittal of Neu- 
mann points logically to the trial of men 
higher up.

was mainly. to-conform with the. read- 
hjustment going on.in bysinéss.“in: gen- 
eral. Not only will the cost ‘of labor 
continue high, according to. present indi- 


of. materials are high, for the Interna- 
tional is consuming: products contracted 


to. contract for supplies from eighteen 
to twenty months before they are used. 

The labor: costs per tan of-paper, he 
said, have increased: from $8.26, before 
the war, to $22 a ton now. This item 
includes only wages paid at. the mills 
and does not take into ccnsideration 
employes outside of the mills. Besides 
this increased ‘cost. there has been .a 
decrease in the efficiency of the. men, 
the output of paper per man amounting 
to only 69 tons per year, against ad tons 
normally.

The ‘ipenehh between the City. Admin- 
istration and the ‘Meyer Legislative Com- 
mittee, which is investigating it, widened 


further yesterday’ when Corporation 
Council John P. O’Brien gave an opin- 
ion that heads of city departments were 
not bound to assign members of their 
staffs to the comniittee. ‘The opinion 
was containéd in a letter to Commission- 
er of Accounts David Hirshfield, who 


refused the request of the committee 


for the services of Porter F. Atlee, fin- 
ancial expert, to make an analysis of 
corporate ‘stock transactions, but applies 
equally well for the committee’s applica- 
tion for the services of Police Captain 
Daniel E. Costigan’ to Police Commis- 
sioner Enright. 


The committee’ claims the power to 


draft any city. employe considered nec- 
essary for the work of the committee. 
Although there was'no definite decision, 
it was -said that the committee - would 
Probably appeal to the Courts at least 
in the case.of Captain Costigan, who is 
wanted to head the committee’ 8 corps of 


investigators, . 


“I have carefully analyzed the reso- 
lution: of the Legislature. creating the 
cofnmittee. and have considered ‘its pro- 
visions,’’ the Corporation Counsel 
wrote Commissioner Hirshfield, ‘‘and I 
am of the opinion that there is not: con- 


ferred: upon the committee or its chair- 
man the power ‘to require you to make 
such an assignment as is requested. 


Should Give. Advice and Direction. 


‘The resolution does not contemplate 
the transfer of your. employes to the 
Legislative Committee. “If you and your 
employes afford the committee every 
opportunity to facilitate its work with 
such advice and direction as it is possi- 
ble to give, I think that this ig the ex- 
tent of. the obligation imposed by the 
resolution.”’ 

Mr. Hirshfield said-the committee had 
forfeited all claims to confidence and 
respect. ‘* The committee is not entitled 
to receive the support of city offtcials,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ because it is not here to do 
good for the city but is here to ‘do’ 
Mayor Hylan and his administration, if 
possible, and to help elect next Fall 
some candidate who will. be selected by 
the corporations upon his promise to be 
good to them and to give them increased 
carfare and higher gas and eectric light 
and power rates.’ 

Senator ..Schuyler M. Meyer, Chair- 
Man of the committee, intimated that 
the committee would insist upon Cap- 
tain Costigan’s services, unless _ this 
should be injurious to Captain Costigan 
personally by rendering him liable ‘to 
future reprisal by his official superiors. 
Senator Meyer said that. in view of the 
fact that the present head of the Police 
Department had sent Captain Costigan 
to the ‘‘ goat pastures,’’ he did not. be- 
lieve that the committee in asking for 
him showed any intention of depriving 
the City Administration of an: employe 
it considered valuable. Senator yer 
said Captain Costigan’s services, how- 
ever he might be regarded by _ the 
present City Administration, would be 
valuable. to the committee.
